I AM extremely happy Tfi being able to grant 
a requeil of yours, that fome correfpondent would 
furniili an Hiftory of the iingularly famous Theo- 
dore of Corilca. 
The following is as accurate as I 
poilibly could obtain j it is taken chiefly from Bof- 
weli's account of that liland. 


HORATIO. 


DURING the war between Spain and Corfi- 
cn, all eyes were ilxed upon Theodore, Baron New- 
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hoff in the county of La Marc in Weftplialia. This 
extraordinary man rcccived his education in the 
French fervice, and afterwards went to Spain, where 
the duke of Riperda and cardinal Alberoni paid 
him feveral flattering marks of attention ; but his 
unfettled, volatile difpoiition led him to quit Spain, 
and to travel into England, Holland, and Italy in 
fcarch of fome new adventure. 


He at laft fixed his attention on Corilca, and 
formed the plan of making himfelf fovereign of that 
Idand. 
His abilities and addrcfs promiiecl Iimh the 
greateft fuccefs; and having informed himfelf of 
every thing relating to Corilca, he went dire<Slly to 
Tunis, where he endeavoured to procure money 
and arms to aflift his enterprize. 
From this place 
he went to Leghorn, from whence he wrote to the 
two Corfican Chiefs, Giaflferi and PaoFi offei ing con- 
Aderable afliftance to the nation if they would c- 
lect him fovereign. 
This letter was coniigned to 
the 
count Uominico Rivalora, who then acted as 
Coriican Plenipotentiary in Tufcany ; and he gave 
for anfwer, that if Theoiiore brought the ailiftar.ce 
he promifed to Corfica, they would very willingly 
make him king. 
Upon this he immediately let 
fail for Taragna in the fpring of the year 1736, and 
from the plaulibility of his ofiers and many llmilar 
circumftances, he was proclaimed king before count 
Rivalora's difpatches ai-rivcd to inform them of the 
terms upon which he had agreed. 
He brought 
with him a large quantity of arms, ammunition, and 
about 1000 zechins of Tunis, v/hich influenced the 
Coriicans to accept gladly of liis afliftance. 
The- 
odore inilantly aflumed every mark of royal ^i^nity. 
He had a guard round his body ; he conferred of- 
fices upon all thofe who plcafcd him by their for- 
titude, and that no part of his prerogative il.oiild 
remain ufckisto him, he in:.mcJiute!v coiricd lll\ cr 
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
